TESTIMONY OF MINISTER 
RAYMOND JONES 


On the fourth day of April, 
1964, at about eleven o’clock in 
the morning, I met with a new 
experience in my life. 


I had been a user and seller of 
herion for about a year-and-half. 
I had shared the dreadful 
experiences that are a part of 
every drug addict’s life. My life 
revolved from MHarlem’s East 
Side through Greenwich Village, 
I was about nineteen (19) when 
I became deeply involved in 
drugs. I was able to persuade 
many into accepting and 
indulging in my type of life. 
Using and selling drugs had made 
me sly, cunning and ruthless. I 
was able to talk dollars out of 
pockets into my hands. 


I was sought for by detectives 
because my craftiness had spread 
throughout Greenwich Village. 
My identity was unknown. The 
detectives knew only that I was 
known by a nickname “Dedo.” 
When I heard detectives were 
looking for me in the “Village,” 
I feared to go there, and instead 
remained in Harlem. However, 
the appetite and lust for drugs 
overwhelmed me in such a way 
that I lost all fear of being 
caught. Men sought for me 
everywhere--the law and the 
junkie. I recall one summer night 
when I stood ten feet away from 
imminent death; a man held a 
pistol aimed directly at my head. 
I stood paralyzed for many 
seconds before running. It 
appeared that he couldn’t pull 
the trigger; why I was spared 
from death was unknown until a 
short time later in my life. 


I was hospitalized twice in 1964; 
once for thirty days after 
contracting hepatitis from a 
dirty hypodermic needle. Yet, 
even after my illness, I went 
back to the streets and to 
drugs-back to the corners, back 
to running. 


I had been out of the hospital 
only two weeks when I became 
extremely sick from a herion 
overdose. I was advised by the 
doctors to re-admit myself into 
the hospital, but I refused. The 
doctors concluded that there 
was nothing medically they 
could do for my illness which, at 
one point, had caused me to 
vomit about eighteen times. 
They prescribed pills to ease the 
severe pain I was enduring. After 
a week in this condition, I feared 
the worst. I wanted to give up 
that form of living. 


On April 4, 1964, I was at home 
with my Aunt. I wasn’t thinking 
about anything in particular 
when my Aunt went to the store 
leaving me alone in the house. 
Somewhere around 10:50 A. M. 
on that morning, a still, small 
voice spoke in my conscience 
saying, “‘get down on your knees 
and pray.” 


I obeyed the voice, and there in 
the living room, I got down on 
my knees, not knowing what to 
say, nor how to say anything. 
Within moments though, I found 
a flow of words crying out to 
God asking Him for forgiveness 
of all my sins. Tears of sadness 
washed my face. My heart was 
broken after seeing the wrong I 
had done against God. Within a 
moments time, Jesus Christ had 


made Himself known to me. Not 
by sending an angel or any other 
substitute, but He Himself came 
in the power of God. 

My friend, this is my testimony 
of God’s salvation through Jesus 
Christ. For since that great day 
of deliverance to this present 
time, God being my witness, I 
have not used any drugs. I have 
found God to be my sustainer. 
Getting my daily dose is through 
His Spirit. God be glorified.

The Church in Molepolole is 
helping to supply used clothing 
and food to the families who are 
destitute and helpless. Attempts 
are also being made to help the 
orphan children with school 
fees. We need three-hundred 
($300.00) dollars for their 
school fees this year. 


Of course so far we have been 
able to make a small beginning. I 
hope you can see from this brief 
survey that the situation 
presents a grim challenge to the 
Church in Botswana to witness 
in love. We are deeply grateful 
for the understanding and 
thoughtful, prayerful gifts and 
support of fellow Christians 
outside Botswana at this time. 


We still have much to do, and 


your gifts, large and small are 
needed at this time as never 
before to meet the demands 
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made upon us by the Lord’s 
people over this land.
